FRIGHTENED OFF 
BY PARKED CAR 

Escaping Robbers 
Leave Car, Torch

SANDY HOOK. Ky.. Jan. 25— 
An attempt to break into the 
Ptoples Bank in Sandy Hookwai 

made about I a m Saturday 

morning but the two would-be 

robb<-ri were frightened away 
before they could get inside. 

Sheriff D. A “June” l.ewis 

'aid that two boys loafing in a 
parked ear near the bank saw a 
young man in a coonskui cap and 
an older man walk up to the 
bank about 1am Saturday morn¬ 
ing and enter the stairway at the 
■ide of the bank that lead.' to an 
upstairs apartment. 

Biibby J. Green and Riciiard 
Karlry heard noises in the bank 
building after seeing the two 
men go up the stairway. 

Then sexin afterward, a ear 

rove up Main stri'et and parked 
••ear the bank. Thi; evidently 
frightened the two would-be 
.'obbers away, for the youth: said 
the two men came down the stairs 
and walked away. 

Green and Farley then notified 
'tieriff I.ewls, who came and in- 
. i-stlgated He found the robbers 
had pned up boards in the stairs 
leading to the apartment over the 
'>ank, and that they had left their 
tools and a blow torch at the 
'cenc. The toolr included a sledge 
hammer, crowbar, a car tool, etc. 
The sheriff alao found a 22 cali¬ 
ber pistol on the street In front 
of the post office near the bank, 
ind a car parked about a hun¬ 
dred yards from the bank The 
car had Illinois license plates and 
the key was still in the Ignition 
witch. 

Occupants oI another car park¬ 
ed near the bridge on Main street 
reported two men. meeting the 
lescription of the would-be rob¬ 
bers. walked down Main street to 
near the bridge and that a pick-up 
truck along and picked them up 

.Sheriff Lewis checked with Il¬ 
linois state police who reported 
the ear, a 1947 Oldsmubile. was 
licensed in the name of Leonard 
Harlon of Rock laland. Ill The 
car wa' nut reported stolen 

Sheriff Lewis is holding the 
car. the torch and tools and the 
22 pistol 

The robbers evidently thought 
they would reach the aide of the 
vault by going down from the 
apartment stairs at the side of the 
bank, and then proposed to drill 
into the vault. 

Sheriff l.ewU said that if they 
had been able to enter the bank 
they would not have been able 
to rob It. He said most of the 
money is kept in a safe inside the 
vault. 

Two masked men entered the 
bank shortly before closing time 
last Nov. 19. locked R W Thomp¬ 
son. assistant cashier, and his 
wife, a clerk, in the vault and 
escaped with 123,829 

Morgan county officers and 
State Police arrested Orbra Jack 
Metcalf, 23. and Ernest Carter, 
20, of Germantown. Ohio, that' 
night at the home of a relative I 
of Carter's at Zag In nearby Mor- I 
gan county. The two were later I 
convicted of the robbery in U S 
district court at Catlettsburg and 
sentem-ed to 20 years each in' 
federal prison. j 

The money stolen by the two i 
robbers Nov 19. however, has 
never been found I

Price of burley on Kentucky’s 
seven markets yet open averaged 
$39.61 Tuesday, a drop of $2.84 
under .Monday’s average. Offer¬ 
ings were down to 1 1/3 million 
pounds. 

For the season gross sales have 
reached 690 million pounds for 
an average of $49.72. 

Maysville’s burley market broke 
its sales block today and for the 
remainder of the season will be 
able to sell leaf as it is deliv¬ 
ered. 

A market is said to be blocked 
when it cannot sell in one day all 
tobacco delivered for sale.

job adequately. The thousands of patriotic citi¬ 
zens now in the Ground Observer Corps need 
and deserve your help in the defense of our 
countr.v. With one telephone call one spotter 
could start the warning that might save a citv. 
YOU could be the one to make that call. Otic 
call from a spotter could sound the alarm that 
would give the interceptor pilots in the Air De¬ 
fense Command more time to challenge the in¬ 
vaders in the sky BEFORE THEY REACH TEtEIR 
TARGETTS. One call could alert the Army Anti- 
Aircraft batteries in time to swing into action. 
One call might save our long-range bombers in 
Strategic Air Command from possible destruction 
on the ground, and give them a chance to strike 
uack at the enemy in his own territory. One 
call could give local Civil Defense organizations 
more time to sound the air raid warning. YOU 
could make that all-important call as a Civilian 
plane spotter if the Red bombers ever come. 

Learning to be a spotter is not difficult. You 
don't have to be an expert at identifying aircraft 
to become a useful civilian spotter. Anv intel¬ 
ligent person with normal sight and hearing can 
learn to be an important figure in our w-aming 
system after two or three lessons. You are asked 
to report the flight of aircraft in your area of 
observation, their approximate number, approxi¬ 
mate height, and approximate direction of fli^t 
. . you are asked to work usually only two 
hours a week with other volunteers in an ob¬ 
servation post near your home. The job of the 
observer is not an easy one, it is not exciting, 
but some day it could be the most important job 
of your whole life. 

Thousands of volunteers are needed now to 
be trained at once. Do your part. Contact the 
Lexington Filter Center.

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SHEEP FOR EAST KENTUCKY 

There is more to raising sheep than just the 
control of dogs, says Richard C. Miller, UK ex¬ 
tension sheep specialist, who is trying to have 
more sheep in Eastern Kentucky. Farmers now 
know they can’t raise sheep the way their fath¬ 
ers and grandfathers did. It is necessary to con¬ 
trol parasites and to have hay or other roughage 
to fe^. Good ewes given care will raise lambs 
t^t sell at a profit, regardless of the part of the 
state they are in. To help sheepmen get more 
for their wool. Miller has arranged for shearing 
schools in Knox, Floyd and Lawrence counties.
